WORKING OUT THE GOLD. 


Rqddki mid Conditions st tho K londike 
Hidings. 
An interesting letter telling of the re­ 
cent trip of the steamer Excelsior to 
Alasku has b een written by Captain J. 
F. H ig g in s of the steamer to a friend in 
Ban D ieg o . He says: 
‘The word Klondike means deer riv­ 
er and it is culled Reindeer river on the 
ehurts. It empties into tho Yukon 50 
miles above the big river. 
Bonanza 
creek dumps into Klondike about two 
miles above the Yukon. E l Dorado 1h a 
tributary of the Bonanza. There are 
numerous other creaks and tributaries, 
the main river being HOO miles long. 
The gold no far has been taken from 
Bonanza aud El Dorado, both well nam­ 
ed, for tho richness of the placers is 
truly marvelous. El Dorado, 80 miles 
long, is staked the whole length and uh 
tar as worked has paid. 
As each claim 
is 500 feet along tbe crock bcd, there in 
600,000 to the claim. Bo uniform has 
the output been that one miner who hun 
an interest iu three claims told mc that 
if offered his choice he would toss up to 
decide. 
"One of our passengers, who is taking 
$1 ,000 with him, has worked IOO feet 
of his ground und refused $800,000 for 
the remainder and confidently expects 
to clear up $400,000 and more. Ho has 
in a bottle $212 from one pan of dirt 
His pay dirt, while being wastied, aver 
aged $260 an hoar to eaoh man shovel 
ing in. Two others of oar miners who 
worked their own oUim* cleared up 
$6,000 from the day’s washing. 
Thoro 
is about 16 foot of dirt above bedrock, 
the pay streak averaging from 4 to 
6 feet, which is tunneled out while 
the ground is frozen. Of course tile 
ground taken oat is thawed by building 
fires, und when the thaw comes and wa 
ter rushes in they set their sluices and 
wash tho dirt. Two of oar fellows 
thought a small bird in tho hand worth 
a large ohm iii tho bosh and aold their 
claims for $45, OOO, 
getting 
$4,600 
down, the remainder to be paid in 
monthly installment of $10,000 coch. 
The purchaser)) had no more than $6,000 
paid. They were 20 days thawing und 
getting oat d irt Then there was no wa 
tor to sluice with, but one fellow made 
a rocker and in IO days took oat the 
$10,000 for tho first installment Bo, 
tunneling aud rocking, they took out 
$40,000 before thoro was water to sluice 
with. 
“ Of course these things read like tile 
story of Aladdin, but fiction is not iii it 
with facts ut Klondike. Tho ground lo 
coted and prospected can bo worked out 
in a few yours, but there is still oil im 
mouse territory untouched, aud the lu 
boring man who can get there with one 
year’s provisions will have a better 
chance to make a stake than iu atty 
other part of the world.

Barb rn Finial Scheme May B asalt Im aa 
American Ultlander*' Frotcat—Th# A t­ 
tem pt to Enforce This Policy May Ca— 
a Revolution. 


According to a telegram from Ot­ 
tawa tho Dominion government has de­ 
termined to submit American gold dig­ 
gers in Canadian territory to treatm ent 
even more vexatious and oppressive 
than was originally proposed. 
Should 
lit attem pt to carry out the regulations 
which have been Issued it will provoke 
upon the part of American uitlanders 
in the Klondike district an uprising 
sim ilar to that which was planned by 
the English uitlanders at Johannesburg, 
and which the Jameson raid was intend­ 
ed to promote. 
lf the Ottawa authorities had set 
•bout deliberately to exasperate an 
American community beyond the bonds 
of endurance, they could have h it upon 
no means more certain to attain their 
end than the complex worrying, grind­ 
ing scheme of confiscation and taxation 
which has actually b|»n devised. 
That 
no fiscal scheme so gilling and so merci­ 
less was ever before put forward by a 
professedly liberal government we may 
safely affirm when we consider the cir­ 
cumstances under which it is to be ap­ 
plied and tho extraordinary hardships 
and dangers which have to bo faood by 
the hunters of gold amid the rigors and 
privations of an arctic winter. 
Tho features of tho scheme are four, 
and it is hard to say which is the more 
unreasonable, harsh and obnoxious. We 
observe, in the first place, th at if a 
m iner should happen to arrive in the 
Yukon goldfields penniless he could not 
locate a claim, no m atter hDw promis­ 
ing m ight be tho surface indications de­ 
tected by him. In his own interest he 
w ill not wish to disclose the richness of 
his find until ho has registered a claim, 
but this he cannot do except on the 
payment of $15, a sum which, upon the 
hypothesis, he does not possess. 
We w ill suppose, however, that a 
miner has managed to raise the $15 
needed to pay the registration fee, but 
bus had the ill luck to find tho surface 
indications imperfectly sustained in the 
subsoil, so that during his first year he 
is barely able to procure food and lodg­ 
ing from the proceeds of his diggings. 
Then he is confronted by tho second re ­ 
quirem ent of the Dominion government, 
which orders him eithor to pay an an­ 
nual assessment of $100 or to renounce 
his claim, though it m ight well happen 
that the next year's digging in another 
portion of tho claim would disclose a 
lurgo amount of treasure. 
Again, we 
w ill assume that tho gross yield of a 
given claim during a year was $1,000, 
out of which, after the registration fee 
and annual assessment demanded by the 
government were deducted, there would 
remain $885. 
Every penny of that 
amount woald probably bo needed for 
food, shelter and tools. 
Novertholoss 
the miner would encounter the third 
requirement of tho Dominion govern­ 
ment, which would call upon him to 
puy $200, that is to say, a royalty of 20 
per cent on tho gross yield of his claim. 
Not having been able to savo a cent, 
tho miner, of course, could not pay tho 
royalty, aud tho loss of his claim would 
bo tho penalty. Let us take for granted 
that tho gross annual yield of a claim 
were $10,000 or $20,000. Here again it 
is obvious that, if men bud been em­ 
ployed to work it on wages at the rato 
of $ 10 or $ 15 per day, the exaction of a 
20 per cent royalty on tho gross yiold 
would amount practically to a confisca­ 
tion of tho net profit 
Even iii the exceptional cases where 
from $50,000 to $100,000 m ight be ex­ 
tracted in a single year tho demand for 
a 20 per cent royalty would be felt to 
bo excessive aud tyrannical on the part 
of a government whioh had done abso­ 
lutely nothing to facilitate the workings 
of tho Yukon goldfield^ 
There never 
was a more barefaced attem pt to reap 
where one has not sown than this of the 
Ottawa authorities. 
It was American 
miners 
th at discovered 
gold in the 
Klondike district. It is through Amer­ 
ican seaports, Juueuu and Bt. M ichael’s, 
that tho northward imm igration bas 
since poured in and that supplies are for­ 
warded. 
Absolutely nothing was done 
by the Canadian authorities for the 
maintenance of law and order in the 
gold bearing region until the liopo of 
grabbing a part of tho precious harvest 
caused them to 
dispatch thither 
25 
mounted policemen, a force which pres­ 
ently is to be quadrupled. 
Now, if wo bear in mind the num­ 
bers of tho treasure seekers that have 
gone northward from Ban Francisco and 
Boattlo since tho gold fever began, WO 
can see that several thousand able bod­ 
ied aud adventurous men, almost all of 
them in the prime of life, w ill be assem 
bled at the Klondike during the ap 
preaching winter. A community so em 
lucidly and almost exclusively virile 
would bo abundantly able to make laws 
for itself and to uphold peace aud ordor, 
but it is absurd to suppose that IOO po­ 
licemen can coerce it into submission to 
oppressive laws made by outsiders. Tho 
work of ascertaining the gross outcome 
of every claim, which is tho condition 
precedent to the intake of a 20 per cent 
royalty, would require the vigilant and 
incessant serivoes of hundreds of police 
men, aud hundreds of others would bo 
needed to form u cordon around tho dis 
trict so us to prevent a miner who had 
“ struck it rich” from escaping w ith his 
dust and nuggets into the neighboring

quietly made prisoners aud disarmed, 
and either shipped hack to Canada or 
allowed to go on parole 
There is still another feature of the 
plan to squeca&e the Klondike devised at 
Ottaw a which in theory may look well 
enough, but which In practice will be 
likely to cause a good deal of trouble. 
We refer to the regulation that in all 
placer grounds every alternate claim is 
to bo reserved for the government, which 
will sell or work it for the benefit of 
tho revenue of tho Dominion. 
This is 
to revert to Spanish traditions w ith a 
vengeance. The inevitable effect of such 
a law, could it be put in force, would 
be to deter miners of every nationality, 
including Canadians themselves, from 
■coking to discover any more placers in 
Canadian territory. 
All tho efforts of 
tho gold hunters now gathered ut Klon­ 
dike, or on their way thither, wrould, 
as soon as that district is exhausted, bo 
directed to finding sim ilar deposits 
w ithin tho American boundaries. 
No 
miner, while equally tem pting and un­ 
restricted parts of the Yukon region are 
open to him, will look for placers in a 
section where half of tho gold bearing 
soil laid open by his labors must be set 
apart for a rapacious government. How 
this regulation is to be applied to the 
Klondike or to other placers in Canadian 
territory which are already under the 
spade we are not told. 
It is certain that un attem pt to con­ 
fiscate one-half of the cluims whieh the 
Klondike 
miners 
are 
now working 
would be apt to cause a revolution. Tho 
miners would probably meet aud declare 
their independence of the Dominion 
government, after which they would, 
no doubt, express a desire for the an­ 
nexation of tho territory, thus 
pro­ 
claimed autonomous, 
to tho United 
States. That, it will bo remembered, is 
precisely what tho English uitlanders 
at Johannesburg intended to do and 
w hat tho British parlianu ut and gov­ 
ernm ent havo virtually approved by re­ 
fusing to punish Mr. Rhodes for trying 
to further it.—New York Bun. 


OIL FOR W AR V E S S E L S . 


System W hich W ill Increase Speed aud 
Nave Fuel. 
Judgo M. A. Chipraan recently went 
to Washington to file patent applica­ 
tions aud interest proper government 
officials in inventions by Frank M. Reed 
of Anderson, Iud., which have been 
completed, tested practically und found 
to bo capable of revolutionizing the 
handling of war vessels at sea. 
The inventions carry out to perfec­ 
tion tho idea originated by Russia in 
using oil instead of coal for a fuel for 
w ar vessels. 
Reed’s invention covers a 
system of oil burning which would 
mako it possible for a vessel liko the 
Indiana to carry enough fuel to last on 
a trip around tho world. 
Tho system

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When the Belgian antarctic expedi­ 
tion, which is now on its way to Gra­ 
ham Land, south of Cape Horn, begins 
its work of polar research in the austral 
seas, it will artier in a new epooh in 
the history of the quest for the great 
antarctic continent 
Fortunately for 
America we can take hearty satisfac­ 
tion in following the work of the Bel­ 
gians, since not only was the first ant­ 
arctic land discovered by an American 
in 1821—the land the expedition first 
touches at—but the revival of a belief 
in an immense ice clad continent at the 
south pole was due to another Anteri 
can, who was the first to sea Its extend 
ed cosst line, masked by giant ice cliffs 
and guarded by stupendous icebergs that 
never fail to amaze and awe those who 
gase upon them. In fact, it may be said 
the glory of rehabilitating the mysteri 
ens continent of the south pole is due 
absolutely to American explorers, since 
the English under Gook, in 1774, ex 
ploded the old belief in a Magellanic 
continent which had engrossed the at­ 
tention of explorers for two centuries, 
and Boss in the forties gave it as his be­ 
lief that the lands seen by the Ameri­ 
can explorers "did not unite to form a 
polar continent. ” 
The progress of science, however, has 
proved the Americans right and the 
English wrong. Though very little has 
been added to our knowledge of antarctic 
lands since the American sealer Palmer 
discovered what is now called Graham 
Land in 1821, or since the more famous 
Captain Wilkes in 1889-40 sighted land 
from 95 degrees to 180 degrees east 
longitude, just within the antarctic cir­ 
cle, we know from other austral oondi 
tions that there must be a huge circum 
polar land mass. The argument is baaed 
on the size and character of the icebergs 
that frequent at certain periods the 
southern ocean. Curiously enough, the 
attack on the north polar regions has 
given us the means of predicating the 
■tate of affairs at the sooth pole. What 
we know now is this: Icebergs are not 
the result of the heaping up of lee floes 
in polar Besa On the contrary, they are 
not oceanic in origin, but are produced 
by glaciers that protrude from the great 
inland ice caps of the polar land masses, 
and they are large or small in propor­ 
tion to the Bise of the glaciers that dis­ 
charge them. And, moreover, the size 
of the glaciers depends on the extent of 
the continental ice cap and the configura­ 
tion of the coast line where they debouch 
into the sea. 
Naturally neither Wilkes—afterward 
the hero of the Trent affair—nor Ross 
knew this fact of iceberg formation in 
1840. Wilkes based biz belief in an ant­ 
arctic continent on his observed land 
masses, while Boss pooh-poohed the 
continental 
theory 
largely because 
Wilkes wss for it The icebergs now 
have their say, and in unmistakable 
terms they indicate a vast ioeclad ares, 
for in nothing is the antarctic region so 
extraordinsry as in the vise of its bergs. 
The Greenland bergs, "calving, ” as the 
phrase goes, from the mother glaciers 
that reach to the famous toe cap some 
10,000 feet thick that covers Greenland 
like toeing an a cake, are mere toys 
compared with the antarctic bergs. One 
reported recently to the hydrographic 
office of the United States wss shaped 
like a hook, the short arm 40 miles, the 
long arm 60 miles long, with a bay 40 
miles wide between the arms. 
As this floating island, judging from 
the height of the ioe above the water, 
was about 2,700 feet high, we have bere 
a mass twice aa high and vastly greater 
in bolk than a section of the Blue moun­ 
tains from above Harrisburg to beyond 
the Delaware Water Gap. In fact, lf we 
■et such a section of our mountains 
afloat it would have appeared as a 
surface ice floe compared with this 
giant berg. Other stupendous beqp of 
over ten cabio miles in mass have been 
seen and all with the characteristic 
straight sides and flat tops peculiar to 
antarctica. 
What these giant bergs call for is an 
enormous ioe covered continent which 
in certain regions slopes gradually to 
the sea. Tho central ice mass most be of 
great depth. As this great mass moves 
over the edge of the continent it breaks 
off its borders, which beooms the hnge 
bergs, a terror to the navigators since 
the time of Cook to the present Thus 
•oience establishes the antarctic cont! 
nent and to modern explorers is left the 
task of declaring its area and the char­ 
acter of the frozen interior. From the 
time of Wilkes and Boss little waa done 
to read the secret until the agile Nor 
wegian 
Borchgrevink, in January, 
1896, leaped ashore on Victoria Land, 
the first man to set his foot upon the 
antarctic continent Since then the lee 
tares of Borchgrevink, his controversies 
with the master of the Antarctic, in 
which vessel he sailed from Melbourne,

D rill with M afaetle Cl nm ping. 
The use of magnets for lifting pur­ 
poses and as a substitute for chimp* is 
rapidly extending. With the old proc* ss 
holes have to bo bored in masses of 
metal in all sorts of odd aud incon­ 
venient places and at angles, so that 
very often it is necessary to rig clamps 
for holding the drilling machine to its 
work. The application of the portable 
electric motor for this purpose was a 
long step in advance, and tills method 
has been of great service in dealing 
with the armor of the new cruisers. 
When a portable drill, however, is 
coupled with a magnetic clamping de­ 
vice, the ideal conditions are realised. 
Dr. Louis Bell recently described a 
drill of this pattern. It consists of a 
motor and its worm driven drill, togeth­ 
er with a universal mounting of four 
adjustable feet. When placed fairly 
upon a ship's plate or other mass of 
iron, these drills have an adhesive force 
of nearly half a ton eaoh. The drill can 
then be adjusted and clamped by the 
simple turning of a key, and it will 
then bove holes up to sn inch in diam­ 
eter ss fast ss it oan be safely worked.

Th* W hit* W hale Was Drown**. 
The white whale at the aquarium, 
New York, died the other night from a 
curious cause. 
Superintendent Benn 
found a long piece of a large eel pro­ 
trading from the whale's blowhole, the 
valve of which was so wedged by tile 
eel that the hole could not be closed. 
Dr. Bean thinks that the whale had 
overloaded its stomach with the live 
eels, which wero kept in the tank with 
it for it to eat, and vomited, part of the 
contents of the stomach being forced 
through the nasal passage into tho blow­ 
hole. As the latter oould not be closed, 
water must have been drawn through it 
into the lunge every time the whale 
"Bounded." Dr. Bean is confident that 
the tangs are full of water, and that the 
whale was literally drowned. The body 
was taken to the American Museum of 
Natural History, where it will be 
mounted after an autopsy is performed.

This is easily done by hav­ 
ing them properly lacquered, and is a 
great addition to their utility and their 
appearance. 
In cities, especially, sil- 
iver tarnishes with fearful 
rapidity; 
fogs, of course, are fatal, so also is 
gas, while sulphur in any form, w heth­ 
er matches, or eatables, such as eggs, 
etc., is absolutely destructive to the 
Sue gloss and brilliancy of the metal. 
Another cause of dullness is careless­ 
ness in putting away the silver while 
still wet. 
All plate should he care­ 
fully dried before 
storing it. 
More- 
Dver, all stains of whatever kind should 
he at once attended to, for if left in 
for any time they eat into the metal 
and require the trained hands of a sil­ 
versmith before they are fit for use 
again. 


To remove stains from silver, espe« 
dally such as are caused by medicine 
cr by neglect, use sulphuric acid, rub­ 
bing it on with a little flannel pad, 
then rinsing the articles most carefully 
at once. 
F or less ingrained stains, the 
pulp of a lemon, whose Juice has been 
used for lemon squash, may be recom­ 
mended as both efficient and harmless. 
Indian silver and brass 
are 
always 
cleaned by natives with lemon or limes. 
It may be as well to w arn housekeep­ 
ers in these days, when pretty serving 
is such a consideration, that where you 
have to reheat a dish in a silver dish 
from which it is impossible to shift the 
eatable you should half fill a baking 
tin with hot water, then lay a double 
sheet of paper in this, and then stand 
the silver dish on this, after which 
It will take no harm from the effects 
af the oven-heat.

W ORKING O U T T H E GOLD.

Digit iiiffff. 
An Interesting letter telling of there 
cent trip of the steamer Excelsior to 
Alaska bus b e e n written by Captain J. 
F. Higgins of the steamer to a friend in 
8un Diego, lit says: 
“ The word Klondike means deer riv 
crand it is « ailed Reindeer river on the 
charts. 
It empties into the Yukon 50 
miles above the big river. 
Bonanza 
creek dumps into Klondike about two 
miles above the Yukon. El Dorado is a 
tributary of the Bonanza. 
There an 
numerous other crei'ks and tributarie s, 
the main river being 1500 miles long. 
Tho gold m> far lias been taken from 
Bonanza and El Dorado, both well nam 
ed, for the richness of tho placer 
is 
truly marvelous. 
El Dorado, 150 miles 
long, is staked the whole length und as 
far as worked has paid. 
As curb claim 
is 500 feet along the creek bed, tin re is 
600,000 to the claim. 
Ho uniform lias 
the output been that one miner who has 
an interest in three claims told me that 
if offered his choice ho would toss up to 
decide. 
“ One of our passengers, who is taking 
$1,000 with Jnm, has worked 100 feet 
of his ground and refused $200,000 for 
the remainder und confidently expects 
to clear up $400,000 and more, lie has 
in a bottle $212 from one pan of dirt 
His pay dirt, w hile being washed, aver­ 
aged $250 an hour to each man shovel 
ing in. 
Two others of our miners who 
worked their own oluims cleared up 
$0,000 from the day’s w'ushlng. 
There 
is about 16 feet of dirt above bedrock, 
the pay streak 
averaging from 4 to 
0 feet, which is tunneled out while 
the ground Is frozen. 
Of course the 
ground taken out is thawed by building 
fin s, and wh» n the thaw comes and wa­ 
ter rushes m they set their sluices and 
wash tho dirt. 
Two of our fellows 
thought a small bird in tho hand worth 
a large one in the bush and sold their 
claims for $45,000, 
getting 
$4,500 
down, tho remainder to bo paid 
in 
monthly installment# of $10,000 each. 
Tim purchasers had no more than $5,000 
paid. 
They were 20 days thawing and 
getting out dirt Then there wus no wa 
ter to sluice with, but one fellow made 
a rocker and in 10 days took out the 
$10,000 fer the first installm ent 
So, 
tunneling and rocking, they took out 
$40,000 before there was water to sluice 
with. 
“ Of course these things read like the 
story of Aladdin, but fiction is not in it 
with facts at Klondike. Tho ground lo­ 
cated and prospected can be worked out 
in a few years, but there is still on im­ 
mense territory untouched, and tho la­ 
boring man who can get there w’ith one 
year’s provisions w ill have a better 
chance to make a stake than in any 
other part of the world.H— Han Diego 
Times.

KLONDIKE IMPOSTS. 


UNJUST 
RESTRICTIONS 
PLACED BY 


CANADA ON GOLD MINING.

According to a telegram from O t­ 
tawa the Dominion government ha« de- 
termined to submit American gold dig­ 
gers in Canadian territory to treatm ent 
even more vexatious and oppressive 
than whh originally proposed. 
Should 
it attem pt to carry out the regulations 
which have been issued it will provoke 
ri|W)ii the part of American uitlnnders 
in the Klondike district an uprising 
similar to that which wuh planned by 
the English uitlanders at Johannesburg, 
and which the Jameson raid was intend­ 
ed to promote. 
If the Ottawa authorities had set 
about deliberately to exasperate an 
American community beyond the t>ondH 
of endurance, they could have hit upon 
no means more certain to attain their 
end than the complex worrying, grind­ 
ing scheme of confiscation and taxation 
which Iuih actually bken devised. 
That 
no fiscal scheme so giflling and so merci­ 
less was ever before put forward by a 
professedly liberal government we may 
safely affirm when w’e consider the cir­ 
cumstances under which it is to be ap­ 
plied and the extraordinary hardships 
and dangers which have to he faced by 
the hunters of gohl amid the rigors and 
privations of an arctic winter. 
The features o f the scheme are four, 
and it is hard to say which is the m e r e 
unreasonable, harsh and obnoxious. We 
observe, in the first place, that if a 
m iner should happen to arrive in the 
Yukon goldfields penniless he could not 
locate a claim, no m atter h )W promis­ 
ing might he the surface indications de­ 
tected by him. 
In his own interest he 
will not wish to disclose the richness of 
his find until he has registered a claim, 
hut this he cannot do except oil the 
payment of $15, a sum which, upon the 
hypothesis, he does not possess. 
We will suppose, however, that u 
m iner has managed to raise the $15 
needed to pay the registration fee, but 
lias had the ill luck to find the surface 
indications imperfectly sustained in the 
subsoil, so that during Ins first year he 
is barely able to procure food and lodg­ 
ing from the proceeds of Iiih diggings. 
Then he is confronted by the second re 
quireniontof the Dominion government, 
which orders him either to pay an an­ 
nual assessment, of $100 or to renounce 
his claim, though it m ight well happen 
that the next year’s digging in another 
portion of the claim would disclose a 
large amount of treasure. 
Again, we 
w ill assume that, tho gross yield of a 
given claim during a year was $1,000, 
out of which, after the registration foo 
and annual assessment demanded by the 
government were deducted, there would 
remain $885, 
Every penny of that 
amount would probably be needed for 
food, shelter and tools. 
Nevertheless 
the miner would encounter tho third 
requirement of the Dominion govern­ 
ment, which would call upon him to 
pay $200, that is to say, a royalty of 20 
per cent on the gross yield of his claim. 
Not having been able to save a cent, 
the miner, of course, could not pay tho 
royalty, and tho loss of his claim would 
he tbq penalty. Let us take for granted 
that tho gross annual yield of a claim 
wore $10,000 or $20,000. Here again it 
is obvious that, if men had been em­ 
ployed to work it on wages at tho rate 
of $10 or $15 per day, the exaction of a 
20 per cent royalty on tho gross yield 
would amount practically to a confisca­ 
tion of the net profit. 
Even in the exceptional cases where 
from $50,000 to $100,000 m ight be ex­ 
tracted in a single year tho demand for 
a 20 per cent royalty would be felt to 
ho excessive and tyrannical on the part 
of a government which hud done abso­ 
lutely nothing to facilitate the workings 
of tho Yukon goldfields. 
There never 
was a more barefaced attem pt to reap 
where one has not sown than this of the 
Ottawa authorities. 
It was American 
m iners 
that discovered 
gold in the 
K londike district. It is through Amer­ 
ican seaports, Juneau and 8t. M ichael’s, 
th at the northward im migration has 
since poured in and that supplies are for­ 
warded. 
Absolutely nothing was done 
by the Canadian authorities for the 
maintenance of law and order in the 
gold hearing region until the hopo of 
grabbing a part of the precious harvest 
caused them to 
dispatch thither 
25 
mounted policemen, a force which pres­ 
ently is to be quadrupled. 
Now, if wo bear in mind the num ­ 
bers of the treasure seekers that have 
gone northward from San Francisco and 
Seattlo since the gold fever began, wo 
can see that several thousand able bod­ 
ied and adventurous men, almost all of 
them in the prime of life, will be assem­ 
bled at the Klondike during the ap­ 
proaching winter. A community so em ­ 
inently and almost exclusively virilo 
would be abundantly able to make laws 
for itself and to uphold peace and order, 
but it is absurd to suppose that 100 po­ 
licemen can coerce it into submission to 
oppressive laws made by outsiders. The 
work of ascertaining the gross outcome 
of every claim, which is tho condition 
precedent to the intake of a 20 per cent 
royalty, would require the vigilant and 
incessant serivoesof hundreds of police­ 
men, and hundreds of others would bo 
needed to form a cordon around the dis­ 
trict so as to prevent a m iner who had 
“ struck it rich” from escaping with his 
dust and nuggets into the neighboring 
American territory. 
The truth is that under any probable 
circumstances the collection of the pro­ 
posed 20 per cent royalty would prove 
impracticable, and any attem pt to col­ 
lect it in the state of things that will 
exist this winter at Klondike is likely 
to occasion disturbances of a grave char­ 
acter. Should the 110 policemen whom 
the Dominion government expects to 
have at its disposal in the district u n ­ 
dertake to use force for tho purpose of 
securing tho assessments and royalties

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quietly made prisoners and disarmed, 
uad either shipped back to Cunadu or 
allowed to go on parole 
There is still another feature of the 
plan to sqimeze the Klondike devised at 
O ttaw a which in theory may look well 
enough, but which in practice will be 
likely to cause a good deal of trouble. 
We refer to the regulation that in all 
placer grounds every alternate claim is 
to he reserved for the government, which 
will s* 1J or work it for the benefit of 
the revenue of tin* Don inion. 
This is 
to revert to Spanish traditions with a 
vengeance. The inevitable effect of such 
a law, could it be put in force, would 
be to d< ter miners of every nationality, 
including Canadians themselves, from 
seeking to discover any m o r e placers in 
Canadian territory, 
All the efforts of 
the gold hunters now gathered at Klon­ 
dike. or on their way thither, would, 
as soon as that district is exhausted, be 
directed 
to finding sim ilar deposits 
w'itliin tbe American boundaries. 
No 
miner, while equally tem pting and un­ 
restricted parts of the Yukon region are 
open to him, will look for placers in a 
section where half of the gold bearing 
noil laid open by bis labors must be set 
apart for a rapacious go\ eminent. How 
thin regulation is to be applied to the 
Klondike or toother placers in Canadian 
territory which are already under the 
spade we are not told. 
It is certain that an attem pt to con­ 
fiscate one-half of the claims which the 
Klondike 
miners 
are 
now working 
would be apt to cause a revolution. Tho 
miners would probably meet and declare 
their independence of tho Dominion 
government, after w hich they would, 
no doubt, express a desire for the an­ 
nexation of the territory, thus 
pro­ 
claimed autonomous, 
to the United 
ytatoH. That, it will be remember d, is 
precisely what the English uitlanders 
at Johannesburg intended to do and 
w hat the British pnrlinnn lit and gov­ 
ernm ent have virtually approved by re­ 
fusing to punish .Mr. Rhodes for trying 
to fu rtln r it.—New York Sun. 


OIL FOR WAR VESSELS. 


S y s te m W h ic h W ill

Judge M. A. Chipman recently went 
to Washington to file patent applica­ 
tions and interest proper government 
officials in inventions by Frank M. Reed 
of Anderson, Ind., w hich have been 
completed, tested practically and found 
to be capable of revolutionizing the 
handling of war vessels at sea. 
The inventions carry out to perfec­ 
tion the idea originated by Russia in 
using oil instead of coal for a fuel for 
w ar vessels. 
Iieed’s invention covers a 
system of oil burning which would 
make it possible for a vessel like the 
Indiana to carry enough fuel to last on 
a trip around the world. 
The system 
is gas generation from oil. 
The gas is 
generated by an atom izing plan, is 
smokeless and capable of a tenth more 
heat than the Russians get, or 33 per 
cent more heat than tho government is 
now getting from coal. 
Instead of 80 stokers, which are now 
necessary on a great w ar vessel, one 
m an could bundle all of the valves. 
Another one iff tbe inventions covers 
a storage tank that is absolutely bullet 
and shell proof. 
The cost of the equip 
m ent is very small and would be paid 
for in a month or so in the saving of 
fuel.— Exchange. 


C ollege* S e llin g D ip lom a*. 
Dr. S. C. A. Rubey of Clinton, secre­ 
tary of the Kansas state dental examin­ 
ing board, and Dr. II. S. Lowry of 
Kansas City, a member of the board, 
examined Kansas City dental colleges 
the other day. 
The result was a con­ 
ference with Prosecutor Lowe, who will 
institute proceedings in a few weeks to 
have the charters of two of the institu­ 
tions revoked. 
C rim inal 
proceedings 
may also be instituted against the ofii 
cials of these colleges. 
The colleges in 
question have been selling diplomas, 
Dr. Rubey says, for w h a t they would 
bring, aud in many instances have sold 
them to persons outside the city who 
have never been inside the collegis.

Rubey, “ and I have positive evidence 
that in some instances diplomas have 
been sold to persons who have never 
been in Kansas City.

When the Belgian antarctic expedi­ 
tion, which is now on it* wuy to Gra­ 
ham Land, sooth of Cape Horn, begins 
it* work of polar research in the austral 
seas, it will limier in a new epoch In 
the history of the quest for the great 
antarctic continent 
Fortunately for 
America we can take hearty satisfac­ 
tion in following the work of the Bel­ 
gians, since not only was the first ant­ 
arctic land discovered by an American 
in 1821—tho land the expedition first 
ttraehes at—but the revival of a belief 
in an immense ice clad continent at the 
south pole wns due to another Ameri­ 
can, who was the first to seo it* extend­ 
ed coast line, masked by giant ice cliffs 
and guarded by stupendous icebergs that 
never fail to amaze and awe those who 
gaze upon them. In fact, it may be said 
the glory of rehabilitating the mysteri­ 
ous continent of the south pole is due 
absolutely to American explorers, since 
the English under Cook, in 1774, ex­ 
ploded the old belief in a Magellanic 
continent which had engrossed the at­ 
tention of explorers for two centuries, 
and Ross in the forties gave it as his be­ 
lief that the lands seen by tho Ameri­ 
can explorers “ did not unite to form a 
polar continent. ” 
The progress of scienoe, however, has 
proved the Americans right and the 
English wrong. Though very little has 
been added to our knowledge of antarctic 
lands since tho American sealer Palmer 
discovered what is now called Graham 
Land in 1831, or since the moro famous 
Captain Wilkes iii 1889-40 sighted land 
from 95 degrees to IGO degrees east 
longitude, just within the antarctic cir­ 
cle, we know from other austral condi­ 
tions that there must be a huge circum­ 
polar land mass. The argument is based 
on the size and character of the icebergs 
that frequent at certain periods the 
southern ocean. 
Curiously enough, the 
attack on the north polar regions has 
given us the means of predicating the 
state of affairs at tho south pole. What 
wo know now is this: Icebergs are not 
the result of the heaping up of ice floes 
in polar seas. On the contrary, they are 
not oceanic in origin, but are produced 
by glaciers that protrude from the great 
inland ioe caps of the polar land masses, 
and they are large or small in propor­ 
tion to the size of the glaciers that dis­ 
charge them. 
And, moreover, the size 
of the glaciers depends on the extent of 
the continental ice cap and the configura­ 
tion of tho coast line where they debouch 
into the sea. 
Naturally neither Wilkes—afterward 
the hero of the Trent affair—nor Ross 
knew this fact of iceberg formation in 
1840. Wilkes based his belief in an ant­ 
arctic continent on his observed land 
masses, while Ross pooh-poohed the 
continental 
theory 
largely 
because 
Wilkes was for i t 
Tho icebergs now 
have their say, and in unmistakable 
terms they indicate a vast iceclad area, 
for in nothing is the antarctic region so 
extraordinary as in the size of its bergs. 
The Greenland bergs, “ calving, ” as the 
phrase goes, from the mother glaciers 
that reach to the famous ioe cap some 
10,000 feet thick that covers Greenland 
like iceing on a cake, are mere toys 
compared with the antarctic bergs. One 
reported recently to tho hydrographic 
office of tho United States was shaped 
like a hook, the short arm 40 miles, the 
long arm GO miles long, with a bay 40 
miles wide between the arms. 
As this floating island, judging from 
the height of the ice above the water, 
was about 2,700 feet high, we have here 
a mass twice as high and vastly greater 
in bulk than a section of the Blue moun­ 
tains from above Harrisburg to beyond 
the Delaware Water Gap. In fact, if we 
set such a section of our mountains 
afloat it would have appeared as a 
surface ice floe compared with this 
giant berg. Other stupendous bergs of 
over ten cubic miles in mass have been 
seen and all with the characteristic 
straight sides and flat tops peculiar to 
antarctica. 
What these giant bergs cull for is an 
enormous ice covered continent which 
in certain regions slopes gradually to 
the sea. Tho central ice mass must boof 
great depth. As this great mass moves 
over the edge of the continent it breaks 
off its borders, which become tho huge 
bergs, a terror to tho navigators since 
tho time of Cook to the present Thus 
science establishes the antarctic conti­ 
nent and to modern explorers is left the 
task of declaring its area and the char­ 
acter of the frozen interior. From the 
time of Wilkes and Ross little was done 
to read the secret until the agile Nor­ 
wegian 
Borchgrevink, 
in 
January, 
1895, leaped ashore on Victoria Laud, 
the first man to set his foot upon the 
antarctic continent. Since then the lec­ 
tures of Borchgrevink, his controversies 
with tho master of tho Antarctic, in 
which vessel he sailed from Melbourne, 
and his desperate efforts to get up a south 
polar expedition have arrased new in­ 
terest in antarctic explorations 
tho 
world over. The British have been par­ 
ticularly solicitous. Australia has been 
urged to spend money to explore Victo­ 
ria Land as a sort of jubilee offering, 
and the Royal Geographical society has 
promised to contribute any sum up to 
$25,000 to tho colonial subscription to 
carry on the work. 
So far, however, 
the Belgians are the first in the field, 
and upon them depends at present the 
solution of the south polar mysteries.— 
Philadelphia Press.

D rill w ith M ftgnetlc C lam ping. 
Tho use of magnets for lifting pur­ 
poses and as u substitute for clamp* is 
rapidly extending. VV it It the old pron ** 
holes have to be bored in masses ol 
metal in all sorts of odd and incon­ 
venient places and at augh *, so that 
very often it is necessary to rig clumps 
for holding the drilling machine to its 
work. The application of the portable 
electric motor for this purpose was a 
long step in advance, and this method 
has been of great service in dealing 
with tho armor of the new cruisers. 
When a portable drill, 11 owe v cr, is 
coupled with a magnetic clamping de­ 
vice, the ideal conditions are realised. 
Dr. Louis Bell recently described a 
drill of this pattern. 
It consists of a 
motor and its worm driven drill, togeth­ 
er with a universal mounting of four 
adjustable feet. When placed fairly 
ui*on a ship’s plate or other mass of 
iron, these drills havo ail adhesive force 
of nearly half a ton each. The drill eau 
then be adjusted and clamped by the 
simple turn Mig of a key, and it will 
then bore holes up to an inch in diam­ 
eter as fast as it can be safely w o r k e d . 
—Engineering Magazine.

The white whale at the aquarium, 
New York, died the other night from a 
curious cause. 
Superintendent Beau 
found a long piece of a large eel pro­ 
truding from the whale's blowhole, the 
valve of which was so wedged by the 
eel that the boh* could not he closed. 
Dr. Beno thinks that the whale had 
overloaded its stomach with the live 
eels, which were kept in the tank with 
it for it to eat, and vomited, part of the 
contents of the stomach being forced 
through the nasal passage into the blow­ 
hole. As the latter could not he closed, 
water must have been drawn through it 
int-o the lungs every time the whale 
“ sounded.” Dr. Beun hi confident that 
tim lungs are full of w ater, and that the 
whale was literally drowned. Tho body 
was taken to the American Museum of 
Natural History, where 
it will 
be 
mounted after un autopsy is performed.

T H E C A R E O F S I L V E R 


All silver used entirely for 
orna-* 
m ental purposes, such 
as 
epergnes 
(when in use), candelabra, trays of all 
kinds, etc., should be so treated as to 
require nothin g beyond a regular rub 
every so often 
with 
a 
clean 
soft 
chamois. 
T h is is easily done by h a v ­ 
ing them properly lacquered, and is a 
great addition to their utility and their 
appearance. 
In cities, especially, sil­ 
ver ta rn ish e s with fearful 
rapidity; 
fogs, of course, are fatal, so also Is 
gas, while su lp h u r in an y form, w h e th ­ 
er matches, or eatables, such as eggs, 
etc.. is absolutely destructive to the 
lue gloss and brilliancy of the metal. 
Another cause of dullness Is careless­ 
ness in pu tting aw ay the silver while 
still wet. 
All plate should he c are­ 
fully dried before 
storing it. 
More- 
>ver, all stain s of w hatever kind should 
he at once attended to, for if left in 
for any time they eat into the metal 
ind require the trained h ands of a * il- 
versmith before they are fit for use 
a^aiii. 


To remove sta in s from silver, espe- 
•ially such as are caused by medicine 
ar hv neglect, use sulphuric acid, ru b ­ 
bing it on with a little flannel pad, 
then rinsing the articles most carefully 
it once. 
F o r less Ingrained stains, the 
pulp of a lemon, whose Juice has been 
used for lemon squash, m ay be recom ­ 
mended as both efficient and harmless. 
Indian silver and brass 
are 
always 
cleaned by natives with lemon or limes. 
It may he as well to warn housekeep­ 
ers in these days, when pretty serving 
is such a consideration, th at where you 
have to reheat a dish *n a silver dish 
from which it is impossible to shift the 
patable you should half fill a baking 
tin with hot water, then lay a double 
sheet of paper in this, and then stand 
the silver dish on this, after which 
it will take no h a rm from the effects 
of the oven-heat.
